FRANKLIN COURT REVERSED. 

The judgment of the Franklin Cir- 
cuit Court in the case of H. M. Bos- 
worth vs. George Batterton, County 
Attorney of Bourbon County, was re- 
versed by the Court of Appeals last 
Tuesday. , 

Mr. Batterton, as County Attorney 
of Bourbon County, prosecuted the 
case of the Sheriff of Bourbon Coun- 
ty against Laura Belle Judy's admin 
istrator to recover inheritance tax 
.ue the State. The Commonwealth 
recovered a judgment of $28.75. Bat- 
terton filed suit in the Franklin Cir- 
cuit Court against Auditor Bosworth 
to obtain a mandamus requiring him 
to issue a warrant in favor of Batter- 
ton for $4.31, being fifteen per cent, 
of the amount of tax collected. The 
lower court awarded the mandamus. 
The Appellate Court says the question 
to be decided in the case is whether a 
County Attorney is entitled to 15 per 
cent, of the tax. The Court held that 
it is part of the County Attorney's 
duty to prosecute these cases. 

JURY DISAGREES. 

In Judge McMillan's Court, Satur- 
day, the jury in the case of the Com- 
monwealth of Kentucky vs. Wm. M. 
Kenney, of the Hutchison neighbor- 
hood, was unable to agree upon a ver- 
dict, ard was ordered discharged. 

The action was based upon an affi- 
davit made by Mrs. Ida Kenney 
Risque, of Midway, a daughter of Mr. 
Kenney, alleging that he was no long- 
er able to manage his own affairs, and 
asking the court to appoint a trustee 
to manage and care for his estate. 

The testimony showed that Mr. 
Kenney has an estate valued at 
about $20,000 and the jury, after hear- 
ing the evidence as to the mental con- 
dition of Mr. Kenney was unable to 
arrive at a definite conclusion, and 
discharged.

SURRENDER OF ANTWERP DE- 
MANDED. 

LONDON, Oct. 5— The Germans 
demanded the surrender of Antwerp.

AUSTRIA PAYS ITALY ONE MIL- 
LION INDEMNITY. 

ROME, October 2.— Officially de- 
ploring the sinking of Italian ships 
by Austrian mines in the Adriatic, 
the Austrian Government has agreed 
to an immediate payment of an in- 
demnity of $1,000,000 to the families 
of the 17 victims of the disaster. 
This incident is now officially closed, 
it is announced. 

Austria's action on Italy's ener- 
getic protest against the mining of 
the Adriatic has apparently removed 
what seemed to be a casus belli on 
the part of Italy. The sinking of two 
Italian fishing boats and the reported 
sinking of an Italian torpedo boat by 
Austrian mines had greatly inflamed 
public opinion. 

Italy, it is announced, will reclaim 
its former provinces and reacquire 
the coasts colonized and Italianized 
by Venice, and will thus safeguard 
its own national rights upon the Ad- 
riatic.

QUESTION OF INTERNATIONAL 
LAW. 

WASHINGTON, Oct. 2— A grave 
question of international law was 
raised in Washington Thursday. It 
concerns the shipment yesterday of 
the hydroaeroplane, America, and 
two sister craft to England to be 
used for military purposes. 

A protest is expected to be made by 
Germany. If the machines are class- 
ed as munitions of war, the aero- 
planes would merely be subject to 
seizure as contraband, but if classed 
as warships, the United States might 
be held to be responsible for allow- 
ing their departure from a neutral 
port. 

An understanding about the ship- 
ment of foodstuffs and raw material 
to neutral European countries may 
soon be reached between the United 
States and Great Britain. Confer- 
ences are being held in Washington 
and London and in a few days an 
agreement is expected by which pro- 
ducts shipped between the United 
States and foreign countries, both 
neutral and belligerent, may be trans- 
ported without interference from 
British and French warships. 

There are many phases of this sub- 
ject requiring separate examination 
and treatment, and the State Depart- 
' ment regards each one disposed of as 
a step toward a final comprehensive 
understanding that will prevent any 
friction arising during the continu- 
ance of the European war.

HINDU TROOPS IN FRANCE. 

PARIS, Oct. 2.— Seventy thousand 
Hindu troops have re-enforced the 
the allied army and are taking part 
in the decisive phase of the great 
battle of the Aisne. Although these 
troops arrived on Tuesday, it was not 
until to-day that the censor would 
allow the fact to be made known. 

The 70,000 Hindu soldiers who were 
brought into the war zone through 
the port of Marseilles, comprise the 
flower of the forces of the British 
Empire's great colonial possession. 

The French and British are keep- 
ing up vigorous offensive movements 
on both flanks, the arrival of fresh 
troops enabling them to relieve some 
of the men who had been under fire 
most of the time since the engage- 
ment began on September 12. 

Although the German soldiers are 
making counter attacks along the 
line, the extreme exhaustion of the 
invaders is shown by lack of the 
vigor which characterized their ear- 
lier offensive movements. 

It is reported that Gen. von Kluck 
has been forced to order the retire- 
ment of a heavy section of his army 
because of the physical inability of 
the soldiers to meet the violent as-

GERMANS ASSEMBLING ON RUS- 
SIAN BORDER. 
ROME, (via Paris, Oct. 2)— Accord- 
ing to dispatches reaching here all 
Bohemian and Moravian railroads are 
congested with German troops and 
war material which is being trans- 
ported to the Russian border. Ger- 
many is making a supreme effort to 
face the Russian advance and all civ- 
ilian transport has been forbidden. 
Vienna dipatches say the Austrian 
staff is entirely dependent upon that 
of Germany, which has assumed su- 
preme command in the campaign 
against Russia. 




STARVATION THREATENS BRUS- 
SELS. 

LONDON, Oct. 2.— Seven hundred 
thousand persons in Brussels are fac- 
ing starvation, according to Hugh 
Gibson, the Secretary of the Ameri- 
can Embassy there, who is now in 
this city. 

The supply of flour in the Belgian 
capital will be exhausted to-day and 
other staples are virtually all con- 
sumed. The latest apportionment of 
flour to the citizens of Brussels will 
be given out this afternoon. 

Efforts to get food in from Antwerr 
have failed. Inasmuch as Brussels 
is in charge of the Germans, it is in 
effect German territory. Neutral na- 
tions could not undertake to supply 
food to Brussels, even if transporta- 
tion facilities were not practically 
cut off because of military opera- 
tions. 



CONFIDENT OF PEACE. 

WASHINGTON, Oct. 2.— Unofficial 
reports reaching the Administration 
from Constitutionalists sources here 
conveyed further assurances that per- 
manent peace soon would be restored 
in Mexico through the designation of 
Fernando Iglesias Calderon as Provis- 
ional President pending an election. 

No official word from Mexico City 
concerning the convention which was 
called to meet Thursday to promul- 
gate plans for a general election, or 
from the peace conference between 
Carranza and Villa representatives at 
Zacatecas and Aguacallentes, was re- 
ceived by the State Department 
Thursday. 

Both President Wiison and Secre- 
tary Bryan said, however, the out- 
look for a peaceful settlement of the 
differences between the factions in 
Mexico wac "veVy hopeful/' Other 
officials said they confidently expect- 
ed the peace conference to be suc- 
cessful.

Warsaw, Illinois —Historic days of 
a century ago have been honored at 
Warsaw, Illinois, in the erection there 
of a monument in commemoration of 
Fort Edwards, the farthest western 
outpost during the second war with 
Great Britain. In 1814 Zachary Tay- 
lor, then a major in the United States 
army, selected the high bluffs over- 
looking the Mississippi river at War- 
saw as the most advantageous point 
available for a frontier stockade, 
commanding as they did a sweeping 
view for miles to north and west. 
Today the point where the monument 
stands is said to afford the most beau- 
tiful river view along the Mississippi. 
On September 29 and 30 and October 
1 the monument will be dedicated by 
the state of Illinois in connection 
with a centennial jubilee, and the 
principal speakers at that time will 
be Governor Edward F. Dunne and the 
representatives of the state in con- 
gress. 

For ten years after its erection Fort 
Edwards was the headquarters of 
United States troops. It was of par- 
ticular value to the government in 
dealing with the Indians, among whom 
English agents continually were en- 
deavoring to create trouble. At that 
time the protection of settlers in that 
was net concerning the govern-

ment in that they had not begun to 
arrive. Not long after the fort was 
built, though, people working toward 
the West began to locate in the neigh- 
borhood of Fort Edwards, and for 
years it housed many facilies who 
took advantage of its shelter until 
they were able to secure locations of 
their own. 

In Zachary Taylor's time the region 
was heavily wooded. Directly across 
the Mississippi is the boundary line 
betweeu Iowa and Missouri. At that 
time all of Iowa was in the Sac and 
Fox Indian reservation, and each 
spring, after the ice went out, the In- 
dians came down the Des Moines 
river, which empties into the Missis- 
sippi across from Warsaw, and there 
met traders from St. Louis. That in 
itself was one reason for Zachary Tay- 
lor* s selection of the Illinois bluffs at 
Warsaw as a point of vantage for 
Fort Edwards. 

Gradually civilization changed the j 
nature of the country, but the years j 
have not lessened the grandeur of its , 
river scenes. Progress has marked the 
points where the red men met the 
traders from the south. Today from 
Fort Edwards point the great Keokuk I 
power dam may be seen one mile to 
the north as a njpnument the ad- 
^ance«^|' a once desolate region. 

Fort Edwards was named after the 
first governor of Illinois, Ninian W. 
Edwards. Toward the erection of the 
monument in its memory the state 
of Illinois appropriated $2,500. | 

The old stockade did not achieve 
any particular notoriety as a scene of 
battle. But it was a landmark in the I 
civilization of the great Mississippi 
valley, and as such deserves the honor 
that Illinois now pays it 

Among other things Warsaw Is 
noted historically as the boyhood 
home of John Hay, and the house 
where bis father and mother lived 
and died still stands, within two 
blocks of Fort Edwards point. 

The new monument is built of 
Barre granite, and is fifty feet in 
height On the sides will be placed 
bronze tablets of Zacharv Taylor, the 
fort, and of Governor Edwards.

"It is not to be wondered at that 
cattle are selling for $11 a hundred- 
weight in Chicago," said E. F. Hud- 
son, a stockman of Montana, at the 
Raleigh. "I shall be surprised if the 
price doesn't go a great deal higher. 
There probably is, good reason for 
the consumer to blame the packer for 
high prices of beef, and the middle- 
man doubtless deserves a large part 
of the blame, while the dealer un- 
questionably shares the responsibil- 
ity.

But back of all is the 
fact that the cattle supply of the 
country has been staadily decreas- 
ing. There is no more room for cat- 
tle east of the Rockies. This year 
has been so dry that farmers are 
having to bring in their cattle from 
the range much earlier than usual. 
All the pasturage is dry. 

"While this is a condition that is 
not favorable, it does not work so 
great a hardship as it would if the 
hay and alfalfa crops were poor. 
Nature even up matters. This sea- 
eon hay and alfalfa have been par- 
ticularly favored.

Washington Gardner, Commander-in- 
Chief, Makes Plea That It Be Kept 
Honored by All as American 
National Anthem. 

Detroit. — A plea for the perpetua- 
tion of "The Star-Spangled Banner" as 
the American anthem, without alloy, 
was made fervently by Washington 
Gardner, commander-in-chief of the 
Grand Army of the Republic, in his 
address before the forty-eighth na- 
tional encampment of that organiza- 
tion here. 

He urged the old soldiers to join in 
a movement to pay special honor to 
this song, and to discountenance the 
practice of playing it in medley with 
such "flippant and comparatively 
meaningless ditties" as "Yankee 
Doodle" and "When Johnnie Comes 
Marching Home." 

He said there was something in- 
spiring in an audience rising and 
standing uncovered at the majestic 
strains of the national anthem, but it 
was "incongruous, bordering even on 
the ludicrous," for the band to strike 
up some other national air in medley 
with this, and to observe the audience 
resume sitting in "an irregular, half- 
ashamed manner." It were better not 
to rise at all when the national hymn 
is played in medley, he said. 

A recommendation that permanent 
headquarters for the G. A. R. be estab- 
lished in Washington was another 
point of his address. Chicago and 
Philadelphia had been proposed, but 
he preferred the national capital, and 
thought that if possible the necessary 
space should be secured in a govern- 
ment building where the officers could 
keep closely in touch with matters be- 
fore congress which affected the 
Grand army. 

A standing committee of seven per- 
sons, with the commander-in-chief and 
adjutant general of the G. A. R. as ex- 
offlcio members, he also recommended 
principally for the purpose of taking 
charge of all legislation which had the 
indorsement of the order. He said 
that such a committee would "concen- 
trate responsibility, reduce expense 
and give promise of better results." 

The present membership, in good 
standing, was reported as 171,335. 
During the year the roll was curtailed 
by the death of 11,187 old soldiers, 
but notwithstanding this large figure, 
it is 151 less than died during the 
preceding year. 



SEEK AID FOR JOBLESS GIRLS 



Woman's Department of National 
Civic Federation Ask Employers 
to Co-Operate. 

New York. — An employment bureau 
has been established by the vacation 
committee of the women's department 
of the National Civic federation to aid 
those of its 16,000 depositors who have 
lost their employment because of the 
European war. One thousand letters 
were sent out from the bureau to man- 
ufacturers and merchants, asking 
them to file applications with the com- 
mittee when in need of young woman 
employes 

The vacation committee, which num- 
bers among its members many well 
known women, accepts deposits from 
working girls, whioh are used as va- 
cation funds. Of the 16,000 girls that 
make their club headquarters at the 
committee rooms, many hundreds are 
out of work, it was announced, and 
hundreds more are on half pay or are 
working only a part of the time. 



DOG'S COFFIN IS GOLD LINED 

Body Lies in State in Master's Home 
— Died of Overeating — Hundreds 
Attend the Funeral. 

Bellevue, Ky— Nick is buried and 
the cold clods that cover his silver 
and gold-lined coffin are much less 
cold by banks of flowers laid by lov- 
ing hands. The burial took place af- 
ter the body had lain in state in his 
master's home. Nick was an English 
bulldog, a member of the family of 
Mrs. M. A. Winn. No dog hereabouts 
ever received a more elaborate burial 
than Nick. He was the favorite dog 
of Bellevue and hundreds of people 
went to the Winn house as the dog's 
carcass lay in state. Such a funeral 
only befitted the life led by Nick, who 
died by overindulgence in luxurious 
food.

ON THE JOB. 

That identifies more than elegant 
English could do the attitude of 
President Wilson towards his duty 
both as President of the United 
States and the leader of his political 
household. It is his belief that he 
can best provoke the confidence of 
the American people by steadfastly 
doing the work assigned to him, leav 
ing to others the task of meeting in 
public debate partisan misrepresenta- 
tion and hostile criticism. 

This, is new doctrine to be poured 
into the ears of the present genera- 
tion, though it is a doctrine that was 
held high in esteem among the 
statesmen of an earlier period. But 
is it not sound doctrine? As the 
President says, the country knows as 
well as it can be taught what it is 
that has been accomplished during 
the past seventeen months of uninter- 
rupted service. The President is con- 
tent with it and shrinks naturally 
from boasting about it. He prefers 
to give his whole thought and atten- 
tion to matters that are taking shape 
rapidly, as for example the rebuild- 
ing of the merchant marine, and the 
further conservation and economic 
use of our diversified natural resourc- 
es. And finally, as he values a man's 
service by the character of it, ne be- 
lieves the country will value the 
service of an administration by the 
character and spirit of its perform- 
ance. This, too, is uncommon doc- 
trine in this day and generation 
when the spectacle is offered of indi- 
viduals of ambition employing the 
time assigned them for other work, 
with an adequate compensation, to 
further advance their own personal 
interests. If a man is known by the 
company he keeps, a public servant 
may be fairly measured by his devo- 
tion to his job.
